A reco nnaissance p arty visited 
this sectio n in 1934 to establish 
p o ints fro m which the. p resent 
survey is being wo rked. 
Two steel to wers are erected 
daily , w eather p erm itting, and 
the o bservatio ns are made a t 
night by m eans o f signal lights 
in the to wers. In this sectio n 
to wers 103 feet high are neces­ 
sary , Lieut. R atti said. 
The survey is made by m eans 
o f triangles and has to be very 
accurate.

Tl\is, indeed, is the 
Ro o sevelt dep ressio n. 
‘The citizens who are p ro p o s- 
ng and urging a third term fo r 
President Ro o sevelt will be m ark­ 
ed by the future histo rians as 
3ringing disaster to the rep ublic 
f they succeed in their unwo r­ 
thy ends.

Only Eleven Vets 
Of Civil War At 
State Gathering 


M ichigan City , Ind., June 13 
(IP)—Only eleven Civil W ar vet­ 
erans, all o f them mo re th an 90 
y ears o f age, were p resent to day 
as the G rand Army o f the Re­ 
p ublic, rap idly p assing o ut o f 
.ex istence, and asso ciated o rgani­ 
zatio ns o p ened the business ses­ 
sio ns o f their annual co nventio n. 
The o ldest o ne o f the Civil War 
veterans to answer the annual 
ro ll call y esterday was S. M.

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MORE WHEAT ABROAD 
According to crop statistics the only wheat 
growing country, outside the United States, 
which has reduced its wheat acreage is India.

Wallace or Mahatma Gandhi is not stated. But 
the fact remains that most of the nations of the 
world hav e not followed the suit of American 
agriculture so far as wheat is concerned. 
When the New Deal first started ¿he New Deal 
experts decided that the way to make the wheat 
farmers prosperous was to curtail acreage. Hut 
this seemed to work only so long as there was a 
world-wide crop shortage. Later we hav e had 
other suggestions including the ev er hdrinal 
granary plan. 
But most of the farm experts noto dgrfce that 
ev en this last named plan would fail it Uhfcle 
Sam were to go on his own. They shudder tb 
think what might happen if we were to stb rfe tip 
our surplus crops and then there wotild b e a sfea- 
soh or two of ov er production the world Ov er. 
The crop experts at Washington hav e hb t en­ 
tirely giv en up the acreage reduction idea, sts i£ 
ev idenced b y our “soil erosion” plarl Of reducing 
the supply of grains. Yet the ev idence frorti dther 
countries is that this plan is not appreciated ov er 
there. Perhaps some of the foreign grotoersdrfc 
ev en mean enough to increase their production 
to make up for the “planned shortage” in trie 
United States. 
- 
At any rate it is b ecoming ev ident that little 
can b e accomplished without an agreement 
among wheat growers the world ov er. The pres­ 
ent price of wheat on the Chicago Board of Trade 
is eloquent if sad ev idence of this. There are 
some nationalists who are cynical enough to b e­ 
liev e that some countries, ev en if they made an 
agreement, might chisel on it a little. So the 
future of regulation of our wheat supply is still 
somewhat clouded despite all the expensiv e 
planning at Washington. It just doesn’t seem to 
work. There is some faint reason for b eliev ing 
that Dame Nature still has something to do with 


it, and she doesn’t confine her regulatory ëfïb rts 
entirely to the United States. 
------------- o-------------- 
A POOR COMPARISON 
Those ardent and optimistic New Dealers who 
make light of the size of the Uhited States na­ 
tional deb t and still insist that toe can pump- 
primë our way into prosperity, like to tell us that 
our per capita deb t ob ligation is no gréa ter thah 
that of Grèat Britain. This of b b urse does not, 
and cannot, take into consideration the qü èstion 
of state and local indeb tedness which is another 
mountain peak of national ob ligations. Hut aside 
from this, the New Deal apologists for our grow­ 
ing riattendi responsib ilities fail tb mention one 
more important fact. During the past ten years 
wfiën ò ù r national deb t has more than doub led, 
itìè Htttish dëb t has increased v ery little, in fact, 
littlè rtìdrè than fiv e per cent. 
Again, tohile the British b udget is b alanced, 
dëspîtè great expenditures for national defense, 
the deb t ih the United States is growing b y leaps 
£ hd b otmds. , In other words, whilë John Bull 
has stopped the leak in the British dikè, thé hoië 
hi dih b wn credit wall is growing lafger steadily 
arid rapidly, and the Neto Déalërs thémselVès 
instead of trÿ ing to stop it are actually enlarg­ 
ing the Òperiing. 
ÎÎërè is one v ery important diffërencë b etween 
thè national indeb tedness in otir own country 
arid in Great Britain. Tl^e British hav e solv ed 
the prob lem, and despite the unsettled Ëurb peari 
situation are apparently on the rb ad tb norîhaicy. 
We still hav e 11,000,000 people out of work and 
the gov ernment, instead of seëking à real solu­ 
tion to the prob lem is trying methods which hav e 
prov ed actually irieffectual in the past. 
So rapidly is our deb t increasing that it is nÒw 
predicted that, including all ob ligations against 
Uncle Sam the national deb t b y the tirile the 1040 
elections roll around will b e approaching the 
fifty b illion mark! This is something that can­ 
not b e laughed off b y a comparison of our na­ 
tional deb t to Great Britain’s. While John Bull 
is conv alescent, your Uncle Samuel’s fev er is 
still rising.

The Decline Of Foreign Trade 
During thb sè years of the 
World War, when the old export­ 
ing nations of Europe were b usy 
manufacturing war goods, the 
importing nations were forced to 
b uy their manufactured goods 
from America and Japan and 
certain smaller countries. This 
unexpected flood of foreign trade 
b rought new wealth to the ex­ 
porters—b ut 
high prices and 
shortage of ships induced many 
of the importing nations to con­ 
struct factories of their own. 
It 
naturally 
followed 
that, 
when peace finally came and 
England 
and 
Germany 
and 
France and Belgium turned to 
ob serv e thè foreign market—the 
foreign market which was one b f 
the prime causes of the war—it 
was no longer there. Their own 
customers and colonies had gone 
into thè manufacturing b usiness 
for themselv es. They had b ought 
new American machinery—and 
when you took an American ma­ 
chine And comb ined it with the 
wage-scale of the Hindu or the 
Chinaman or the Japanese, the 
situation was hopeless. The old 
importing countries now had 
goods to export. 
The European countries went 
to work to do whatev er was pos-

sib le to recapture their foreign 
trade. They still b eliev ed that the 
way to get rich was to pay small 
wages at home in order to get a 
low cost on goods to sell ab road. 
Jhey cut costs to the b one in the 
hopeless effort to meet Japanese 
prices. And then, to their intense 
disgust, the importing nations 
put up tariff walls to protect 
their own “infant industries.” 
Europe found it impossib le to 
b eliev e that the glorious days of 
foreign trade were gone. In fact 
she still does not b eliev e that 
they are gone forev er. Some day 
b usiness will b e normal—the ex­ 
porting depression will come to 
an end—someone will find just 
the right way to juggle tariffs 
and the currency—English and 
German wages will sink as low 
as Japanese wages—Japan will 
hav e a rev olution or something 
—and then things will b e as they 
used to b e. 
Neither England nor Germany 
has found a way to put their peo­ 
ple b ack to work since the World 
War, and it is b ecoming increas­ 
ingly ev ident that their prob lem 
of unemployment will nev er b e 
solv ed so long as their leaders 
and b usinessmen ignore their 
home markets in a v ain pursuit 
of the rainb ow of v anished for­ 
eign markets. 
On the other hand, those Eu­ 
ropean countries which were not 
so dependent upon foreign trade 
hav e b een much more successful 
in solv ing postwar employment 
prob lems. France, for example, 
came to an early and v ery sensi­ 
b le decision that her national

prosperity dependëd upon the 
Tèhéh—and upon nob ody else,

without outside aid. The Italians 
had nev er produced sufficient 
food for their own use and they 
were far b ehind other prominent 
European nations in manufac­ 
turing. Much of the land was too 
mountainous for farming—much 
of It was swampy and unproduc­ 
tiv e-m uch of it was owned b y 
rich men and farmed b y b are­

peasants,

a yoke of skinny cows and a hoe 
and a Scythe and d flail for 
threshing and a wooden plow 
with an iron tip.

POLICE INSPECTION ■ 
OF GIBS 10 BE6IH 
III STITE JULY 1 


All car owners shou ld see that 
their cars have the proper equ ip­ 
ment, in good working order, and 
make su re that the car is in safe 
mechanical condition b efore Ju ly 
1, for on that date the new law 
goes into effect which gives any 
police officer the right to inspect 
au tomob iles. Todd Stoops, secre- 
tary -manager of the Hoosier 
Motor Clu b warned today . The 
new law reads; 
“Any police officer may at any 
time u pon reasonab le cau se to 
b elieve that a vehicle is u nsafe 
or not equ ipped as requ ired b y 
law or that its equ ipment is not 
in proper adju stment or repair 
requ ire the driver of su ch ve­ 
hicle to stop and su b mit su ch 
vehicle to an inspection and su ch 
test with reference thereto as 
may b e appropriate.1' 
“If the car tested is fou nd to 
b e u nsafe mechanically or hot 
properly equ ipped or the requ ir­ 
ed equ ipment not in good work­ 
ing order, the police officer may 
requ ire the car owner to make 
the proper repairs or install the 
proper equ ipment,” Mr. Stoops 
said. 
1 “Proper equ ipment” said Mr. 
Stoops, “inclu des all lamps su ch 
as head, parking, stop and tail 
ghts, mu ffler, mirror, wind­ 
shield wiper and tires. Mechani­ 
cal requ irements inclu de a nu m- 
aer of things b u t especially 
b rakes and the steering appara- 
u s. 
‘Failu re to conform to the law 
s a misdemeanor and the first 
conviction may b e pu nished b y a 
ine of not more than $100 or b y 
mprisonment for not more than 
ten day s. Heavier penalties are 
provided for second, third and 
su b sequ ent convictions.”

provide one's self with a small 
qu antity of very fine du sting su l­ 
phu r and du st this on the parts 


likely to b e affected, and relax. 
If these pests have invaded 
y ou r lawn or garden, apply du st­ 
ing su lphu r at the rate of one 
pou nd per 1,000 sq. ft., or 50 lb s. 
to the acre. Du ring the season, 
from May to Au gu st, three appli­ 
cations will u su ally su ffice. The 
first shou ld b e applied as soon 
as the chiggers appear, and the 
others at two week intervals. If 
a heavy rain occu rs after du st­ 
ing, another application shou ld 
b e made as soon as possib le. Per­ 
haps this knowledge will help 
make y ou r su mmer more enjoy ­ 
ab le.

(Fro m Pa g e On e) 
children are committed, would 
be broken down by such a rul­ 
ing.” 
He ex pressed the belief there 
was one loophole, however, in 
regard to juveniles. 
He said 
prosecutors could drop the more 
serious charges against y oung 
offenders and file only a charge 
of delinq uency , thus allowing 
them to be sent to the boy s’ or 
girls’ school. 
Judge Roll’s opinion pointé 
out that the legislature can de­ 
termine the public policy in re­ 
gard to where offenders are to 
be tried and where they are to 
be confined and added: 
“It must be assumed that ex ­ 
perience, changed conditions or 
other justifiable reasons prompt­ 
ed the legislature in the enact­ 
ment of such statutes to modify 
and change the public policy of 
the state with reference to cer­ 
tain crimes. 
“We all know, as a matter of 
common knowledge, that during 
the last score of y ears, since the 
advent of the automobile, that 
the crimes above mentioned

have increased at an alarming 
rate; and that the average age 
of such offenders has steadily 
declined.” 
In using the term “state pris­ 
on” in referring to the sentenc­ 
ing of persons convicted of sec­ 
ond degree burglary , Judge Roll 
said later it meant the institu­ 
tion at Michigan City . He said 
there is a statute allowing the 
transfer of prisoners from the 
women’s prison to the state pris­ 
on if necessary . As far as could 
be learned, however, that law 
never has been used. 
James A. Collins, for many 
y ears judge of the Marion county 
criminal court, said, “I am sur­ 
prised if such a ruling has been 
made. It is in sharp contradic­ 
tion to the spirit of the consti­ 
tution which is that the penal 
code should be founded on the 
principal of reformation rather 
than vindictive justice.” 
However, William H. Remy , 
former Marion county prosecut­ 
or, described the ruling as “a 
good decision.” 
“A y oungster old enough to 
‘stick up’ a man at the point of 
a gun or shoot a man down in 
the commission of a felony is 
old enough to take a man’s pun­ 
ishment,” he said.
